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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1 . The previous 101 rejections have been withdrawn in light of Applicant's after final 
amendment. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3,4,6-10,13,1 6-1 9, 22, 25-30, 32, 34-36, 39, 42-45, 48, 51 -55 and 57 
are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach determining thereby whether to split the macro block into sub 
blocks by determining whether the macro block at a same location in a preceding image 
frame has been split, as stated in claims 1,16, 25-27 and 42, combined with other 
elements and features of the claims; determining not to split the macro block if the 
macro block at a same location in a preceding image frame has not been split, as stated 
in claim 51 , combined with other elements and features of the claims.
